Committee 
forming to 
search for 


new CLA 
dean 


The current dean 
announced in spring 
he would step down.

The College of Liberal Arts is form- 
ing a search committee that will help 
find a replacement for Dean Gerry 
Riposa, but, as the committee is being 
formed, more than a dozen applicants 
have already applied, Provost Donald 
Para said. 

Riposa made the announcement last 
spring that he would step down in June 
2012, sparking rumors that he was be- 
ing “forced out” by Para. But, both 
Riposa and the provost maintain they 
made the decision together. 

According to Para, it is anticipated 
that finalists for the job will be on cam- 
pus in February 2012, with a final deci- 
sion being made in March 2012. If the 
search is successful, the new dean will 
replace Riposa sometime in July 2012. 

All candidates will be evaluated 
first on the “minimum qualifications” 
listed in the job announcement, Para 
said. Candidates who meet the mini- 
mum qualifications are then evaluated 
for “preferred qualifications.” 

After these candidates are chosen, 
the search committee will further 
evaluate the applicants, narrowing the 
group down to three to five candidates, 
Para said. 

These final candidates will then 
come to Cal State Long Beach for two 
days of meetings and presentations. 
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Obama pushes loan plan for students 


The plan proposes to 
cut the life of student 
loans by five years.

President Obama announced a plan 
Wednesday that would cut monthly 
student loan repayment by 5 percent 
and cut the life of student loans by 5 
years, starting in 2012. 

While speaking at the University 
of Colorado, Obama said he would 
sign an executive order mandating the 
plan’s implementation next year rath- 
er than in 2014, as it was approved in 
Congress.

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Obama said he would sign the executive order to accelerate a 


measure passed by congress. 


The plan would also give people an 
opportunity to consolidate their stu- 
dent loans and allow students who are 
unemployed to defer their payments 
or pay interest only. Their loans, how- 
ever, will continue to accrue interest. 


Currently, when repaying loans, 
students must pay up to 15 percent of 
their discretionary income annually. 
With the new measure, the minimum

“If I was training for it, I know I 
could hit at least 115,” Le said. 

Lead personal trainer for SRWC, 
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Tony Nufiez, said the purpose of the 
competition was to create more aware- 
ness of SRWC events and to boost busi- 
ness. 

“When you get more students in 
here, it allows them to ask more ques- 
tions about personal training, group 
fitness and just get to know the train- 
ers, SO we have a couple of trainers 
here today to be counting and to get in 
touch with the staff,’ Nufiez said. “And, 
hopefully, that will help build numbers 
as far as selling training sessions.” 

All contestants were required to 
bend their elbows in a 90-degree angle 
and then extend their arms, pushing 
their bodies all the way up. 

Once completely up, they were not 
allowed to remain in that position for 
more than two seconds before starting 


their next pushup. 

Female competitors were permitted 
to do a modified pushup, while males 
were required to do regular push-ups. 

The contest was open to all SRWC 
members.

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Stanislaus to offer online 
MBA program next fall 


The program will be 
70 percent in-class 
instruction and 30 
percent online.

Cal State Stanislaus announced a 
new online MBA program, expected 
to launch in fall 2012, that will allow 
students to receive an MBA through a 
combination of online courses and in- 
person instruction. 

The degrees will reportedly cost 
the same amount as an MBA earned 
on-campus at CSU Stanislaus, about 
$20,000. 

Unaccredited learning institutions 
have offered online MBA degrees in 
the past, but this will be the first one 
that is AACSB accredited, allowing it 
to stand as a viable replacement for stu- 
dents who want the prestige of a “real” 
degree. 

The MBA program is about 70 per- 


cent in-person instruction at classes 
held only on Saturdays, with the re- 
maining 30 percent being online. 
Currently, Stan State has no plans 
to differentiate MBAs earned using 


‘the help of online classes from MBAs 


earned in a more traditional setting but 
some students don’t agree. 

“T don’t think it is fair7’ CSULB stu- 
dent Rossetta Ragusa said. “Going to 
class is work, and they would not have 
to do it.” 

This program comes in the wake of 
the Cal. State University system con- 
sidering a variety of different online 
programs. 

These included a full-fledged, de- 
gree-granting online university dubbed 
CSU Online, a master’s degree-grant- 
ing university, which would also offer 
an “executive” master’s of business 
administration degree at a “premium” 
price, and, CSU Quick Start, a program 
focused on California high school stu- 
dents. 

But, before the university can move 
forward with the initiative or even con- 
sider the options presented by the firm, 
it has to hire an executive director. 

CSU Online is also expected to 
launch in fall 2012.

repayment amount for a borrower will 
be 10 percent. 

Remaining debt on loans will also be 
forgiven in 20 years instead of 25, ac- 
cording to White House officials. 

This 5 percent drop will save bor- 
rowers hundreds of dollars a month, 
Obama said, and the L.A. Times re- 
ported that this plan will allow at least 6 
million people to consolidate different 
types of federal student loans, reducing 
their interest by a half percent. 

The plan will also allow borrowers, 
who have loans from both the Family 
Education Loan Program and a direct 
loan from the government, to consoli- 
date them into one loan. 

CSULB students responded favor- 
ably to Obama’s plan.. 

“No one can complain about saving 
money,” said Jose Alamo, a junior busi- 
ness administration major. “This will 
help me make my car payments and pay 
for rent once I graduate from college 
and move out on my own. Every little 
help counts.” 

And others think it will encourage 


_ people to go to’college. 


“This is a good idea,” freshman Eliz- 
abeth Godoy said. “The plan will help 
students get back on their feet. This 
might also encourage high school stu- 
dents to reconsider attending college. 
They won’t have to worry about the 
high fees.”

German author first to ‘experience modernity’ 


Scholars will present 
papers on Romantic 
author Kleist Friday 
and Saturday.

Scholars from across the country, 
Germany, Austria, Canada and Eng- 
land will discuss topics varying from 
justice to the pursuit of happiness on 
Friday and Saturday during Cal State 
Long Beach’s Kleist Conference, which 
will focus on the theme of occupation, 
in the Karl Anatol Center. 

German writer Heinrich von K leist’s 
work intertwines his complicated per- 
sonal life with historical movements 
taking place during his lifetime. The 
conference coincides with the 200-year 
anniversary of his death in 1811. 

Revolutions in North America and 
France, as well as the Napoleonic oc- 
cupations of the German states, influ- 
enced Kleist’s novellas, plays and let- 
ters. 

“Kleist is an important character in 
western intellectual history,” said Jef- 
frey High, professor of German. “Kleist 
is one of the first writers to experience 
modernity the way we do. It’s why stu- 
dents like his texts better than some 
older texts.” 

A sense of disconnectedness and 
disorder began to appear in the 19th 
century, and one reason Kleist’s work 


is more comparable to this writing style 
as opposed to Enlightenment writing 
focusing on the principles of reason and 
virtue, High said. 

“(Kleist is] not certain about any- 
thing — religion, philosophy, politics,” 
High said. “And it’s not because he 
hasn’t given it enough thought, it’s be- 
cause he’s figured out these things are 
uncertain.”

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After eight and a half years of combat 
in the Iraq war, Obama has officially an- 
nounced that the troops will be removed by 
the end of the year. According to the Presi- 
dent, America has fulfilled its commitment 
in Iraq. 

For a 
while it was 
thought that 
a few thousand troops would still remain - 
in Iraq after the end of the year, but Iraqi 
officials refused to grant the remaining 
soldiers legal immunity, which was a deal- 
breaker. 

Many Republicans have stated that they 
are unhappy with this news for various 
reasons, saying that Obama is making an 
unwise decision. 

What most people have failed to realize 
is that this decision was not Obama’s in the 
first place. In 2008, President Bush signed 
the Status of Forces Agreement with the 
Iraqi government. 

One of the requirements of the agree- 
ment was that all American troops would 
leave Iraq by January 1, 2012, unless the 
Iraq government was willing to make 
another arrangement. 

Since Iraq is unwilling to allow the 
American soldiers immunity from Iraqi 
laws, the new agreement will not be 
reached and Obama will uphold the treaty.

It seems that there will always be conflicts in this part of the world, 
and it is not worth risking more American lives if there is nothing 
we can do to change that. 

One of the main issues with trying to implement democracy in 
this region is that many people in Iraq believe in something called 
sharia law, Sharia law is a code of religious laws that Muslims _ 
believe to be the law of God. 

Unlike similar religious codes of conduct in other religions, 


sharia law dictates very specific rules on things like crime, inheri- 
tance and adultery, which can be judged in sharia courts. 

It is very difficult to implement a different form of government 
and laws on a culture who believes that their laws come directly 
from God. 


No matter what we do in that region, there will always be a seg- 
ment of the population who believe that violating sharia law is a 
direct violation of their religion.

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Senior's resiliency translates into winning formula for LBSU 


After returning from 
injury, Caitlin Ledoux 
has the women’s 
volleyball team on 
the upswing.

Caitlin Ledoux’s senior season with 
the Long Beach State women’s vol- 
leyball team has been one of the most 
frustrating and rewarding of her career. 

This year was lining up to be the se- 
nior’s best, and maybe one of the most 
storied individual seasons ever put to- 
gether by an LBSU player. But an in- 
jury that kept her out for six matches 
halted those chances. 

Ledoux suffered two stress fractures 
in her left shin in a five-set loss to Or- 
egon State on Sept. 10. In her absence, 
The Beach posted a respectable 4-2 re- 
cord (3-2 in Big West Conference play). 

Since her return on Oct. 8, though, 
the ‘Niners’ area perfect 5-0 and sit 
atop the Big West standings with a 
two and a half match lead. The 49ers 
have looked a lot more composed since 
Ledoux’s return, and it’s not just a co- 
incidence. The Beach star has always 
been counted on to be cool, calm and 
collected in pressure situations. 

“As you get older, you get calmer as 
a player,” she said. “I feel like | am a 
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very calm player; I have always been 
told that.” 

Ledoux is not the only player that 
The Beach has lost to injury for an ex- 
tended period of time this season. Fifth- 
year captain-to-be Michelle Osunbor is 
out for the season after having surgery 
on her patella tendon over the summer. 

Junior outside hitter Jocelyn Neely, 
who head coach Brian Gimmillaro said 
was going to be a key piece of the 49ers 
attack, is also out due to injury. 

Coach Gimmillaro said the loss of 
Ledoux was magnified because she, 
along with libero Lauren Minkel, are 
the two seniors that he could count on 
to keep the young players focused when 
things went awry. 

“First, Caitlin is one of the better 
players in the country, and she’s started 
since she’s been a freshman,” he said. 
“The loss of Caitlin was bigger because 
of the loss of Michelle. We ask so much 
of Caitlin; she’s our team maturity.” 

Ledoux amassed numerous records 
and accolades during her three-plus 
years as a 49er. In her first season, 
Ledoux was named Big West Freshman 
of the Year and was also.a First Team 
All-Big West selection: 

In her sophomore year, Ledoux 
only added to her list of accomplish- 
ments. She earned American Volley- 
ball Coaches Association (AVCA) and 
All-Region Honorable Mention, while 
being named First Team All-Big West 
for the second consecutive year. 

Last season, Ledoux repeated as an 


“ AVCA Honorable Mention. She was 


selected as First Team All-Region 
and was the only junior to earn three

straight All-Big West First Team selec- 
tions. 


-The biggest accomplishment for 


Ledoux came in a win over UC Santa _ 


Barbara last Saturday. Ledoux became 
the fifth player in the history of LBSU 
women’s volleyball to reach 1,000 
kills and 1,000 digs for her career, 
joining Olympian Tara Cross-Battle 
(2,767 kills, 1,578, digs), Antoinette 
White (1,717/1,052), Nichelle Burton 
(1,381/1,057) and Christine Romero. 

Ledoux flashed a glowing smile 
when asked about the milestone. 

“It’s pretty awesome,” she said. 
“Long Beach has a reputation for hav- 
ing such great players who we all aspire 
to be like, and to be in the record books 
with them is really cool.” 

Gimmillaro said he’s not one for sta- 


tistical production, but rather the intan- . 


gible elements his players bring to the 
game, especially Ledoux. 

“T think the numbers say something, 
but they don’t tell the whole story,” he 
said. “[Caitlin’s] significance to this 
program can’t be measured in num- 
bers.” 

With nine games remaining in the 
Big West and Ledoux inching closer 
to full strength, the coaching staff and 
her teammates will be looking to her to 
lead them to another Big West title. 

Her leadership and experience are 


second to none, and, as coach Gim- 


millaro said, Ledoux will succeed in 
anything she plans to do once she puts 
LBSU in the rearview. 

“Caitlin will be a really successful 
employee, student and will be success- 
ful in relationships; whatever those may
